towns in the West, and itis an 
industry which is of great benefit 
to the farmers of the district, as 
the farm handles a very large 
amount of dairy produce raised 
in this district. Last = month 
more than one hundred and sixty 
farm ‘rs received checks for pro- 
duce.supplied to the Demonstra- 
tion Farm during the previous 
month. 

Ou Saturday the latest addi- 
tions to the Farm were put into 
op ration. These are two hand- 
some brick buildings, in one of 
which is hcused two steam boil- 
ers and the electric power plant, 
while in the other is the new 
creamery equipment. 

The farm has now a water sup- 
ply to every building, through 
six inch piping from a 40,000 
gallon water tank. Also their 
own telephone system, electric 
lighting all through, and electric 
power to every department where 
it is required. 

THE POWERHOUSE 

The floor measurement of the 
powerhouse ts 28 x 52 feet. The 
roof isa high one, necessitated 
by the height of the boilers, 
which take up the most of the 
space in the building. At the 
west-end of the building is situat- 
ed a turbo-generator of 50 hors 
power normal, with a maximum 
of125 horse. There is a force 
dratt attachment to the furnaces 
and smokestack. The turbo-gen- 
erator runs at a spe d of 2800 re- 
volutions per minute. A turbo- 
generator is a steam turbine dir- 
ect coupled to an electric dynamo. 
This is one of the most modern 
forms of power development, and 
obviates any loss of poWer in 
transmission between the engine 
and dynamo. 

In the building there is also a 
storage battery for the farm light- 
ing system when the dynamo is 
not running. 

THE CREAMERY 

isa building measuring 30 x 68 
It is built of brick, with an inner 
lining of hollow tile, and the ir- 
terior is lined with white glazed 
tiles for a height of four or five 
feet. The floor is lined with con- 
crete, The building is steam heat- 
ed, and there is also a supply of 
steam from the powerhouse for 
pasteurising, washing bottles and 
equipment, etc. Everything is 
made so as toinsure absolute clean- 
iness. 

There is a large quantity of the 
most up-to-date machinery instal- 
in the creamery. Every machine is 
driven by an individual motor fixed 
to the roof with belt attached to the 
machine. The switches controlling 
the motors are in easy teach of the 
operators, At the east end of the 
building there is a raised concrete 
platform, where the cream is depos- 
ited as it comes from the farmers 
rigs, or from the Company's own 
barn. There is a large vat on this 
platform, where the cream is first 
poured, Down from the platform 
are two large pasteuring vats. 
Into these the cream goes after it 
passes from the first vat. A large 
worm tube runs through each vat, 
aud steam is led through these till 
the cream is heated to a 
temperature of 160 degrees. Then 
the steam is turned off and a brine 
and ammonia mixture — forced 
through the tubes, which reduces 
the temperature of the cream. 

The cream is then absolutely 
pure, any germs having been des- 
troyed by the rapid transition from 
heat to cold, From there the cream 


passes to a bottling machine, 
where the bottles are filled and 
sealed at incredible speed. There 


are several separators in the build- 
ing tor handling the product of the 
farm's own barns, To one side 
there is a steam washing plant, 
where equipment used in the pro- 
cess of production is sterilized. 

The west end of the buildings is 
devoted to a cold storage and re- 
frigerating plant. This consists of 
two rooms, insulated by a special 
lining andipatent’doors. The cold is 
produced in these rooms by a mix- 
ture of ammonia and brine, forced 
through pipes at a high speed. 
There is a large pump driven by a 
1o-horse power motor to keep the 
freezing mixture in motion. The 
temperature in the retrigerating 
rooms can be reduced to zero if nec- 
essary. 

The contractors for th* enower- 
house equipment were International 
Engineering Coy., for separators, 
cooling vats etc., Richardson & 
Co., St Mary's Ontario, and for the 
conipressor and refrigerator plant, 
Refrigerating and Engineering, 
Winnipeg. The contractor for the 
buildings was Mr Church, Calgary.

other building, if this is possible. 
At present this building is on a 
different angle from any of the 
other buildings, and squaring it 
around will help the general effect

It is the purpose of the Company | 


to plant 30,000 trees adjacent 
to the farm next spring, and for 
this purpose ground is being broken 
between the railroad and the Farm 
The trees on the farm just now are 
doing very well. 

OTHER FORWARD STEPS 

The Company is at present de- 
veloping in its hog department a 
splendid type of Berkshire hogs of 
the English bacon type, and in ad- 
dition are supplying — farmers 
througout Canada, through  ad- 
vertisements in leading farm jour- 
nals, with pedigree hogs of this 
type. Some they have shipped as 
far west as Vancouver, 

In the cattle department it is 
purposed to get some more Ayr- 
shires and shorthorns, The main 
breed on the farm just now are 
Holsteins, which were introduced 
by Professor Elliott several years 
ago, and they have given good 
satisfaction, and will contiaue to be 
an important part of the farm's 
milk supply. Dr J, G. Rutherford, 
head of the Department of Animal 
Husbandry, in introducing the Ayr- 
shires and Shorthorns, hopes to 
evolve a dual purpose cow which 
will be superior to any at present in 
the West. 

The importance of the work done 
by the C.P.R. ja stmulating dairy 
production in this district may be 
judged from the statement that they 
spent $500,000 within the past two 
years in cattle for this district. 
Many of these have been sold to 
farmers on easy terms, while others 
are on the Company's land in the 
district, and their farsighted action 
is going to make this one of the 
foremost dairying cenires in West- 
ern Canada, 

Cream is being shipped to Strath- 
more from all over this district to 
the Farm Creamery, and huge 
quantities of eggs are also being 
brought in and sold to the Farm, 
Shipments come as far as 14 miles 
in one direction and 23 in the other. 
The produce is mainly used on the 
Company's dining cars and hotels 
and with the growth of the west 
there will be an ever increasing de- 
mand for the produce of Strathmore 
district. For the high class mar 
ket that the Farm serves quality is 
the main consideration, and every 
care is taken to guarantee this. 

The greenhouses on the farm 
turn out immense quantities of 
tomatoes, cucumbers, carnations, 
and other products grown under 
glass, and large quantities of small 


truits and vegetables, such as 
currants, strawberries, cabbage, 
cauliflowers, root crops, ete, 


are shipped out daily during the 
season. 

Mr H, B. Smith is the capable 
manager of the Farm, and Dr I, G. 
Rutherford, C.M.G., excercises a 
general control over the planning 
of the work, and is in Strathmore 
frequently in connection with it.
